In keeping with the Prague decisions, the Trieste Executive Peace Committee 
held a conference on matters affecting the Trieste area and arrived at the 
following conclusions: 

a. The peace campaign is to be stressed even more, because of the current 
dan er of war. 

b. The United Nations will be requested to declare Trieste and the entire 

Free Territory an open city and territory. The appeal will then be 
disseminated by means of posters placed throughout Trieste. If Trieste 
is declared an open city, it would be a major accomplishment for the
